Confidence Is Rapidly Returning—Market Waiting Upon the 
Convention, as Usual—Future Looks Very Bright— 
A Featureless Market, With Few or 
No Price Changes. 


The buyers have not returned to the market as yet, but it is 
very evident that confidence has, and this is the better order of 
things. The early fear which resulted in rapid price reductions, 
has passed and all market students believe and say that the future 
looks very bright. Retailers report that the consumers are again 
buying as they did before the disturbance due to the armistice, 
and that is all that is necessary to insure a good market for all 
Once the inventories have 
been completed and the buyers know where they stand as to 
stocks, the market will resume, and we will not be surprised if 
the resumption does not show more life than for many months, 
even during the war. 

The approach of the annual Convention of canners is serving 
as a check upon further operations, as large canned foods buyers 
have come to lock upon this event with as much interest and im- 
portance as do the canners. This will soon be over, and if there is 
any important trade custom due to be changed or altered at that 
Convention it will be known, as well as the Government’s action 
towards canned foods during the coming year. This will leave 
the track clear for good business, and if the ban on future selling 
is raised on February 1st, as it should be according to the food 
regulations, we can soon look for some good business. 

There is no market at present, so why worry about that, and 
to us the future looks as bright as it has ever in the history of 
There faces the canners of the country today a 
greater demand for their goods than they ever had any right to 
expect, at least this soon. There is no longer any question about 
the place of canned foods on the menu of all American homes: 
and the rest of the world is learning, and has learned more 
about these goods in the past year and a half than in all the 
history of this industry—and they want more of them. With 
the whole world wanting canned foods, how, in the name of 
common sense can anyone in the canned foods business be down- 
east over the future, Let the jobber wail his predictions of low- 
er prices and a return to former times. There probably will be 
a lowering of prices this-coming season as compared with last 
year, and you men who are at the right end of the cost of .pack- 
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ing these foods can best say whether or not such a lowering of 
prices should take place or not. The time of war-profits has 
passed for all men, and usual commercial business is not conduct- 
ed upon a war-time profit percentage basis. Of course every man 
is eager and anxious to keep to the high percentage plan, but 
this can’t be done in ordinary business. A steady business at a 
fair rate of return is best for any business; and far better than 
one year of excessively high prices and profits and then several 
years of excessively low prices and no profits. So figured upon 
that basis there may be some lowering of prices; possibly some 
canned foods are unduely high today, but these lower prices will 
not mean loss, they will mean only a little less profit per taking.. 
If there is ever another year when canners are obliged to sell 
their goods below cost of production it will be the canners’ own 
fault, and no one else’s, and that is the very pleasant outlook, 
as we regard it. 

We do not believe the prices of canned foods will ever go 
back to the old ones of 80c for tomatoes in No. 3 cans; 52%c for 
No. 2 standard sugar corn, and 60c per dozen for standard early 
June peas. Those prices have passed forever, and it is more likely 
that tomato canners, for instance, may have to change the bulk 
of their pack from No. 3 cans to No. 2 cans, so as to have an 
article that will retail on a parity with corn and peas as to 
prices and size of can. Certainly the days when a No. 3 yuart can 
of good tomatoes could be retailed at 10e have passed, and we 
hope they never return. But neither do we wish to see this 
former 10c seller retailing at 25c per can as it has been this 
past season. One extreme is as bad as the other. Canned foods 
will rule higher on the average than formerly, but it can hardly 
be expected that they will keep up to the prices reached during 
the war. 

If this be reconstruction it surely is not the fearful thing we 
were threatened with when the war ended. It is merely the ap- 
plication of sanity to the war-crazed world, and there is nothing 
te fear in this. It is fortunate if the world’s business has ar- 


rived at this understanding in so short a time, and it would seem 
it has. 

Out of this will be heard the old question: “What is a fair 
profit on canned foods?’ and the echo will answer not. There 
are just as many different ideas as to what constitutes a fair 
profit as there are men able to figure, and there will continue to 
be. But the one thing certain is that all lines of business are 
going to feel the effect of reducing business profits to a sensible 
basis. This does not apply to canned foods alone, but to every 
line of industry. There is hardly a thing that you buy that you 
do not feel that he price is all out of reason. Take shoes and 
hats and clothes and the prices are all out of reason. And those 
dealers say the same thing about foods—and just as truly. 

Manufacturers have used the excuse of high wages and high 
labor costs, basing all the advanced prices on this excuse, until 
labor has awakened to the fact and is seeking to get some of the 
good money. Labor has been badly overplayed as an item of cost, 
made a lot more of than was just. Labor, of course, has its part 
in the cost of all articles, but it does not constitute 80 to 90 per 
cent. of the cost, as some seem anxious to show. Make a com- 
plaint about the price and you will be told it is on the account 
of the high cost of labor, which is equivalent to 100 per cent. of 
the cost. Well, we all know this is pure “bunk,” and that labor 
rarely totals 25 per cent. of the cost of an article, and often a 


very much lower percentage. It is easily possible to continue 
present wages and still sell the finished article at a lower }-rice 
than now prevailing, and yet make a fair return on the transac- 
tion. If this be possible what is disturbing the industrial world, 
it is a needless fear. for all men realize the truth of it. and 
truth will always win out. Business will settie down to normal 
profit, and wages will be reduced somewhat, as they should be, 


_but never again, we believe, will the finished pro‘lvcts sell at the 


old prices, nor will labor drop down to the low prices of years 
ago. And it is better for all that they should not.

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NEW YORK MARKET 


The Market Is Quiet—Whole List Is Strong—Many Look for 
Change in Tomatoes—Corn and Peas Quiet—A Word 
' About Each Article in This Market— 
Notes of the Trade. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


New York, January 10, 1919. 

The Situation—As a whole the market continues quiet. 
Very little has been done during the opening week of the year 
thus far, and while sellers are not yet disposed to feel worried over 
the absence of buyers they would be glad if some of them would 
put in an appearance and talk matters over, even though they 
do not place any considerable orders. Thus far, however, buyers 
are adverse to making commitments and are holding off, pending 
the determination of certain price tendencies which have not as 
yet fully developed. Nearly the whole list. is strong. The excep- 
tion is tomatoes, the same as it has been heretofore, and now 
sardines are added to the list of weak articles. Meanwhile sellers 
have completed their stock-taking and know better where they stand. 
Probably it is violating no confidence to say that there are many 
of them in better position than they really expected to be and that 
their sales and their profits are both rather ahead of what they 
expected when they began inventory. They are looking forward 
to the new year as an opportunity in which they can restore in 
some degree, if not entirely, the pre-war conditions, so far as they 
are desirable. But some express the opinion that pre-war condi- 
tions are quite impossible and that new conditions, based upon the 
changes which have taken place everywhere, must be developed. 
Until that time business may be more or less restricted and the 
general state of trade uncertain. The principal feature about the 
whole matter is that those who are most interested in the develop- 
ment of the new ideas are the leaders in the trade and are bent 
upon bringing about better trade conditions in all departments of 


the business. Unquestionably the future has much of value to all 
branches of the industry. 


Tomatoes—The market is quiet and prices are all more or 
less weak. While no one will admit that reductions of importance 
have actually been made, it would appear from what is said that 
buyers have been able to obtain advantages here and there. Some 
packers are entirely out of stock, but enough is left to make the 
market more or less uncertain and holders are not quite sure about 
the situation. Most of them are confident that’ some change will 
come about shortly, but what it will be, or how important it will 
be, no one is now in position to determine. The quotations now 
carried represent the last business done in anything more than a 
routine way. Beyond this no one can say. No. 3s are quoted at 
$1.75a1.80. No. 2s are held at $1.25a1.30, and No. 10s at $6.00a 
$6.25. These prices are little more than normal, but they represent 
the situation as nearly as is possible. California No. 244s are 
quoted at $1.60 and No. 10s at $5.50a6.00. Movement in none of 
these sizes or varieties is even partially active. Export trade is 


too uncertain to exert any influence and sales for this purpose seem | 


few and far between. 

Corn—The situation has changed but little during the 
week. Holders are doing very little business. Buyers are waiting, 
preferring the possibility of even higher prices, rather than place 
orders now and see quotations decline after the stock is delivered. 
New York State standards are-held up to $1.95 and fancy about 
5al0c higher. Maine style standards are quoted at $1.80 and fancy 
at $1.90. Maine fancy is held at $2.25, with almost nothing offered. 
Western standard is steady at $1.60 and fancy at $1.80. Nothing 
is done in any of them. Stocks available are unknown, while the 
buyer is waiting for something to turn up which will tell him 
what to do. 

Peas—Market conditions remain unchanged from previous 
reports. Holders are firm in their views and the outlook doesn’t 


favor much change for the present, at least. Standard Early Junes 
are held at $1.75, sifted at $1.90, and extra sifted at $2.15, while 


petit pois carry former quotations, $2.50. Movement i in Weetern 
stock is light. Some packers have none left. 


Spinach—No business of importance at present. But in 
previous weeks sales have been heavy and have carried out a good 
share of the available stock. No. 2s are held at $1.15, with No. 3s 
at $2.00 and No. 10s at $7.25. Aside from Government require- 
ments sales have been fully as good this year as ever before. Cali- 


fornia packers never did so well with their product as they have 
during the year just closed. 


Fruits—Holders of all varieties are uncertain about the 
future market. It is true that a liberal demand prevails, yet few 
orders can be filled because no stock of importance is available. 
No holders are ready to allow their stock to go, since they are ex- 
pecting higher prices in the near future, and confidently hope to 
see export demand help them in obtaining prices as high as they 
are now, and some of them feel as though they will get more. For- 
eign buyers of fruits expect to pay, and do pay, much higher prices 
than are paid in this country for the same goods. 

Apples—Offerings would probably be taken at full prices 
if quality were up to the standard. Not many offerings are re- 
ported and in some instances the holder is satisfied to accept slight 
reductions for the purpose of clearing out a small quantity which 
he may have. Maine No. 10s are held at $4.25; New York No. 10s 
are the same, and Pennsylvania No. 10s are quoted 5c lower. The 
total pack is not stated, but is said to be probably below last year 


in some locations and higher than last year in others. The average 
may be about the same. 


Peaches—Holders are not anxious sellers of any of their 
stock and in most instances insist upon obtaining full prices, ye- 
gardless of consequences to their sales. No Southern stock is of- 
fered. Retailers have a little and perhaps some is left in second 
hands, but no one has anything worth while to offer, and the mar- 
ket is merely nominal. California varieties remain unchanged, 
with little demand and no one offering unless buyers insist upon 


obtaining a small supply. And that is all they can get in most 
instances, 


Pineapples—Nothwithstanding the pack of Hawaiian pine- 
apple last season was 3,800,000 cases, the largest ever known, it 
was sold out before it was in the cans at packers’ figures. Noth- 
ing more is available from first hands and second hands are not 
well supplied. The situation in this market is unchanged. Hold- 
ers have nothing to offer, and while some buyers might be inter- 
ested the bulk of them are conservative and not anxious to increase 


stocks at present. Movement into consumption from retailers’ 
hands is increasing. 


Salmon—What the future of this article will be no one 
can say. Some are confident that ample supplies are available to 
satisfy all domestic and export requirements at the same time, but 
as a whole the situation doesn’t seem to warrant that supposition. 
In ease holders should dispose of their stock to go abroad, very 
many are under the impression that domestic trade will go without. 
Others say that the situation is so uncertain that perhaps suf- 
ficient supplies will be discovered to fill all orders both sides of the 
Atlantic. Locally almost no business is in progress, but inquiries 
seem to be increasing and the outlook favors improvement. 

Sardines—The market shows signs of weakness. This is 
due to the fact that retailers appear to have about all they want 
for the present, and late reports say that the pack was larger than 
at first believed, though the percentage of increase over early esti- 
mates has not been stated. At least buyers are cautious and have 
no present intention of getting stocks at present prices which may 
have to be sold lower, Retailers say consuming demand is light 
and refuse to buy further because of this. The probability of re- 


duction in private seems to be stronger than it has been since the 
season elosed. 


Tuna—Nothing of importance has transpired in this mar- 
ket. Holders are not particularly anxious to dispose of the small 
lots they have in hand and buyers are unwilling to pay the high 


prices asked. The result is a dead wanatonh, with almost nothing 
stirring beyond the barest routine. 
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Picked Up in Passing.

& Co., of Newark, N. Y., packers of fruits and vegetables. 

The Hawaiian pineapple pack for 1918 was 3,800,000 cases, 
compared with 2,618,768 cases the previous year. The previous 
high record was 2,690,000 cases in 1915. The total pack this year 
was sold out before it was in the cans, largely through the gen- 
eral advertising which was done by the packers. Some years 
ugo, While they had a good trade, it was not growing as fast as 
the output. The canners organized and began a campaign of 
publicity and the result is a clean up sale long before the fruit is 
in the cans and at prices which canners name. It is considered 
one of the most notable- examples of an increase in business 
through general advertising which has ever been known in any of 
the food trades. The suggestion to other canners is sufficiently 
obvious without further remark, excepting to add that any food 
product which has merit would undoubtedly enjoy the same in- 
crease if it were advertised in the same way. 

Those familiar with the situation in this market are wonder- 
ing where those who profess to have export orders of magnitude 
purpose obtaining their goods. They say that basing estimates 
upon known available quantities the domestic trade will have 
seareely enough of some varieties and it doesn’t seem reasonable 
that it will be robbed for the benefit of people abroad. This 
applies with special emphasis to salmon, it is said. On the other 
hand, it is admitted that surprises are still due in the trade and 
one of them may develop in this department. 

It is reported that jobbers from the United States have been 
in Canada during the past week looking for salmon. They would 
accept pinks, chums or cohoes, but no report of price has been 
made. They asked for 3,000 to 5,000 cases. The tota lin hand 
in Toronto is said to be about 10,000 cases and to withdraw 
either quantity would make a big hole in the surplus that To- 
ronio holds. Perhaps under those circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that thus far few or no sales have been made. 


Most canned foods holders are looking forward to good bus- 
iness. Some say they are sold out and have nothing left to offer. 
Others say they have a little that it doesn’t make much differ- 
ence whether they offer it or not. A good many look forward to 
export trade as an outlet for any surplus. Some even go so far 
as to believe that exporters will enter into competition with 
local buyers and that he relatively small lots available will keep 
prices firm throughout. A few are so sanguine that they expect 
to see some demand for tomatoes, though they have never before 
been an export commodity. 

Libby, McNeil & Libby are reported to be planning the erec- 
tion of a new cannery in the northern part of the State of Wash- 
ington. The locality is in the vicinity of Snohomish. Vegetables 
and fruits are under consideration. 

The J. K. Armsby Company has been named as sole selling 
agents of another California cannery merger which will have an 
output of approximately 1,000,000 cases. Half a dozen canneries 
are included and represent some progressive firms. 

The thirty-first annual convention of the New York Whole- 
sale Grocers’ Association will take place at the Hotel McAlpin on 
January 15. The committee in charge is composed of Edward 
Sayre, Joseph Seeman and Edward Sills. The committee has 
planned a reconstruction program. A banquet will close the 
session. 

Clarence Smith has returned to Kilian & Clark, after serv- 
ice in the Army. He went to Milwaukee the first of the week 
to take charge of the firm’s office in that city. Benjamin Abrams, 
formerly with Kelly & Clarke Company; A. P. Clausen, formerly 
with Curtice Brothers, and Kenneth O’Hara, formerly with Manna, 
Azema & Farnum, have joined Kilian & Clarke’s staff of sales- 
men. All are well known in the trade and will add strength to 
the organization. 

J. L. Kraft Brothers Company, of Chicago, are doing a 
growing business in canning cheese. They are reported to have 
secured a contract to supply 2,000,000 pounds of cheddar cheese 
for the United States Army. It is to be put up in 5 and 10-lb. 
cans and deliveries are to be made at the rate of about 50,000 
pounds a day, beginning January 1. The price is about 46 cents 
a pound. Canned cheese is a new product to many, but the suc- 
cess which has attended efforts thus far warrants the belief that 
it will hecome still more popular. 

Very many buyers since the first of the year have inquired 
about fruits, but the situation has improved so little that they 
Lave failed to secure much satisfaction. It is a fact that fruits 
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could be sold when nothing else can if they were available, and 
the situation promises no relief from the difficulties which have 
ccnfronted the trade for months. Export demand increases, but 
so far no shipping has been made available for conveying it abroad. 
What the stock is no one can say, but it seems to be small, even 
accepting the statements that the California pack was the largest 
known in some time. 


Thus far since the New Year opened the market has not as- 
sumed much activity, but those who have observed similar con- 
ditions for years are apparently not disturbed and are looking for 
a return to something approaching normal movement in the next 
few days. They say that people must eat and that he sales 
through the holidays were so large retailers must have little left. 
That, they say, means sales before long.

FREIGHT RATES & SHIPPING NEWS

THE CANNED GOODS EXCHANGE OF BALTIMORE

The Railroad Administration recently authorized the publica- 
tion of tariffs, effective on thirty days’ notice, to provide new com- 
modity rates on canned foods in carload lots from Eastern cities 
and interior. Eastern cities to Jacksonville, Florida, the new rates 
to represent a substantial reduction from present fifth-class rate. 
It is understood that tariffs are now in the course of construction, 
and as soon as published the new measure of the rate from Balti- 
more will be known. 


The coastwise steamship lines under Federal operation, at Bal- 
timore have been authorized by the Railroad Administration at 
Washington to issue revised rules and regulations covering arbi- 
traries. allowances, demurrage, drayage, lighterage, storage and 
transfer at Baltimore. The purpose of the revision will be to unify 
the practices now observed at Baltimore in connection with above- 
named services. The revision will cause both increases and de- 
creases in the charges as now applied. 


The United States Railroad Administration proposes to put 
into effect February 15, 1919, a new code of storage rules and 
charges to apply universally at all points located on Federal con- 
trol lines in the United States. The new code of rules has been 
worked out in accordance with an understanding reached between 
the National Industrial Traffic League (composed of representa- 
tive shipping interests) and the American Railway Association. A 
copy of the proposed new rules are on file in the Traffic Bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and inspection of it by those who may 
be interested will be welcomed.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET 


California Has Had Some Very Cold Weather—Freezing 
Weather at Points—Many Firms Entirely Out of the 
Market—Big Hawaiian Pineapple Pack— 

Coast Notes.

San Francisco, Cal., January 10, 1919. 

Extremely cold weather is prevailing throughout California, 
and while no records for low temperature are being broken, the 
persistency with which frosts have occurred during the past month 
is without precedent. Winter vegetables have been damaged in 
the southern part of the State, and considerable damage has like- 
wise been done to citrus fruits. Heavy smudging has been re- 
sorted to by orchardists, and Southern California now resembles 
a greatly enlarged Pittsburgh. At Riverside and Santa Ana the 
temperature dropped as low as 22 degrees above zero, while Po- 
mona, Redlands, Pasadena, Corona, San Bernardino and Los An- 
geles report correspondingly low points. Citrus growers in the 
Riverside district have met and signed an agreement not to pick 
any fruit for two weeks in order to prevent the shipment of frozen 
fruit. The orange crop of Central and Northern California has 
been shipped, so that losses there will be small. In former years 
a frost in the citrus districts would have but little effect on the 
canning industry, but this has changed since ripe olives have be- 
come such a commodity, and even oranges are being handled on 
a large scale by makers of marmalade. But little rain fell during 
the month of December, and the downfall, which was far above 
the normal at the commencement of that month, is now about the 
average in most parts of the State. Los Angeles is the leading 
exception, the precipitation there being below the normal. 


Now that the season of 1918 has come to a close, the canning 
trade is taking stock and is commencing to think of the season 
to come. In spite of the many troubles experienced last year, 
owing to war conditions, the trade has prospered, no one seems 
to be complaining in regard to the matter of profits. The fruit 
pack was an exceptionally large one, surpassing the record pack 
of last year by possibly 20 per cent. Some packers suggest that 
it will prove to be about the same as that of last year, but the 
great increase in the pack of peaches, cherries and apricots will 
far outweigh any falling off in the output of pears and lesser lines. 
The pack of fruits during 1917 was approximately 10,000,000 cases, 
and that of 1918 will be in the neighborhood of 12,000,000 cases. 
No such showing will be possible in the line of vegetables, and it 
is doubtful if the pack will come up to the record set in 1917, 
when almost 7,000,000 cases were put up. The output of tomatoes, 
figured on the acreage, should have been much larger than dur- 
ing the preceding year, but the early rains upset all calculations, 
and the pack will be about the same as in 1917. Owing to the 
drought, and other unfavorable conditions, the pack of asparagus 
was below the record of 1917, which, in turn, was less than that 
of 1916. There was a big increase in the pack of spinach, and 
some other vegetables showed a slight gain, but not enough to 
bring the total past the record made in 1917. 

Market conditions are rather difficult to describe, since stocks 
are so badly broken and so many firms out of the market entirely. 
Goods released by the Government have found a ready market, with 
but few exceptions, the jobbing trade throughout the country hav- 
ing but light stocks on hand. The lifting of export embargoes is 
bringing a flood of inquiries from foreign countries and considerable 
business could be done providing cargo space were available. With 
the possible exception of tomatoes it seems likely everything packed 
last year will get to the consumer before new goods are ready 
next fall. Prices on the latter sagged when the Government re- 
leased a considerable quantity of standards, but these are now no 
lower than the opening rates. 


The output of canned pineapple for the Hawaiian Islands dur- 
ing 1918 shows a gain of approximately 40 per cent, as compared 
with that of the preceding year. The pack will be well in excess of 
3,750,000 cases and has been sold for some time. Even should the 
Government release all its purchases that have not been delivered, 
it is considered likely that orders on hand from the civilian trade 
will absorb the surplus. 

California tomato packers were freed from worry late in .De- 
cember when the Government agencies, which have been working 
out the claims on cancelled orders, announced their decisions. Can- 
ners may deliver to the Government such goods as were received, or 
they may dispose of them to the civilian, trade. The Government 
prices are slightly higher than those prevailing in regular trade 
channels, but packers prefer to sell, where possible, to their regular 
trade, since they know when deliveries are to be made and when 
payment can be expected. One hundred and, thirty-four packers 
were affected by the settlement and about a half million cases of 
tematoes were involved. Both interest and storage will be paid by 
the Government in the settlement of claims. 


Opening prices on ripe olives have been named by some Cali- 
fornia packers, but these vary considerable. Prices for No. 1s 
range from $2.25 to $3.00, according to grades. The pack will not 
be a heavy one, owing to the light crop and the damage done by 
frosts in some sections. The distribution of last year’s crop was 
hindered by high prices and every effort has been made to keep 
prices as low as possible this year. ; 

Another California concern has found it necessary to discon- 
tinue private labels entirely and its entire pack in the future will 
be put out under its owh brands. The California Associated Raisin 
Company recently received an order for eight hundred straight cars 
of raisins from a Chicago meat-packing house, the goods to be 
packed under the brand of the latter. To have filled it according 
to specifications would have meant the eventual elimination of the 
growers’ own brand, so the decision was reached to refuse all orders 
for private brands. 

On December 31 all of the rulings of the Federal Food Admin- 
istrator regarding the commercial fisheries of California, with the 
exception of those relating to the packing of sardines, were can- 
celled and the laws of the State are again in full force and effect. 

The Olney-Berne Company, which recently took over the busi- 
ness of the Mansfield-Lovell Company at San Francisco, Cal., has 
dissolved and its affairs are now in the sole hands of William 
Olney. 

David Lubin, of San Francisco, Cal., founder of the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture, and the American representative 
on its permanent board, passed away at Rome on New Year’s Day. 
Under his direction an immensely valuable system of reports on 
crops and movements of foodstuffs was established and this has 
been of great value during the great war. 

The Pacific Pea Packing Company, of Oakdale, Cal., will make 
an experimental pack of spinach this year. 

The Bayside Cannery Company plans to enlarge its plants at 
Aiviso, Mayfield and Monterey, Cal., adding warehouse and ma- 
chinery. “BERKELEY.” 


Lowell (Wis.) Cannery In New Hands. 


The Pea Cannery at Lowell, Wisconsin, which has been operated 
the past two years by the Columbus Canning Company has been 


sold to a newly-organized corporation, the Lowell Packing Com- 
pany, of which Mr. J. T. Gravenor, of Alban, Wisconsin, is the lead- 
ing spirit. 

Mr. Gravenor, who is a well-known Green county banker, was 
formerly interested in the Albany Canning Company, whose factory 
is now owned by Dickinson & Co., of Eureka, Hlinvis. 


The Crary Brokerage Company, of Waukesha, has been ap- 
pointed selling agent for the Lowell Packing Company, while the 
factory will be under the management of Mr. Ora G. Wescher. 
The latter is a nephew of Mr. Charles A. Yunker, president of the 
Fairwater Canning Company, of Markesan, Wisconsin, and also the 
new president of the Wisconsin Pea Packers’ Association. 


It is Mr. Gravenor’s intention to install sufficient additional 
machinery to double the present capacity of the Lowell plant.

Goods to Chicago Should Be Shipped in Refrigerator Cars— 
Some Demand for Tomatoes—Refusing Deliveries on 
California Tomatoes—Corn Seems to Be 
Running Low—Notes of Market. 


Reported by Telegraph. 
Chicago, January 10, 1919 
' Weather Conditions—From severe cold weather, at one 
time reaching 10 below zero, we have had a rise in tempera- 
ture, until the mercury now records 26 degrees above. 

Snow has fallen slightly nearly every day for about a 
week. Shipping weather for canned foods has varied from dan- 
gerous to safe. We can expect plenty of hard freezing weather 
here for the next three months, not constantly prevailing, but 
iminent at all times. So those who are shipping canned foods 
to Chicago should be exceedingly careful to ship in refrigerator 
or frost-proof cars to prevent the goods arriving in frozen 
condition. 

Even in the absence of instructions to that effect from 
the buyers, which are sometimes overlooked, this should be 
done as an ordinary and usual precaution, as the congestion 
and delay in railroad transportation at present is frightful, and 
cars sometimes lie around the switches and freight yards in 
Chicago and its suburbs for a month before they can be un- 
loaded, and if in common box cars such shipments are almost 
sure to be frozen. 

Canned Tomatoes—Some demand is springing up and in- 
quiry is beginning. It is almost exclusively, however, for No. 
3 size, unlabeled, or for buyers’ label. 

This goes to show that buyers are sold out closely on 
their house brands or regular grades, and that the completion 
of their deliveries of futures to the retailers has about ex- 
hausted the supply of their own brands. 

I heard of a sale of Indiana full standard No. 3 tomatoes 
this week at $1.75 f. o. b. cannery, packer’s label, and an- 
other’ sale of Michigan No. 21%4 tomatoes, f. o. b. cannery, for 
buyers’ labels, at. $1.70. 

No one seems to be interested in No. 2 size or No. 10 
size at any price just at present. 


California canners are now shipping some No. 21%4 toma- 
toes on their orders taken last spring for future delivery, so 
I learn, without negotiating with buyers who had long since 
looked upon fhe contracts as completed. 


These shipments are being refused and drafts against 
documents returned unpaid, buyers claiming that a January 
delivery on tomatoes which should have been shipped in Sep- 
tember is not in accordance with contract or custom. 


Canned Corn—Business in this article is reviving, and I 
have heard of some sales of Iowa canned corn this week at 
$1.40 cannery for full standard or extra standard, and of Illi- 
nois extra standard at $1.50, f. o. b. cannery, both for buyers’ 
labels. There is a demand for unlabeled corn or corn 
for buyers’ labels, but scarcely any demand yet for canned 
ecrn under packers’ labels, which goes to show that the supply 
of canned corn for private label contracted for early last year 
is about gone into consumption. 

This situation makes sales harder to negotiate, for the 
offerings of corn from first hands are nearly all under canners’ 
labels and in Government strapped cases or in fibre cases, being 
put in the latter to protect them from frost or freezing at the 
canneries. 


It is quite evident that there is not going to be enough 


canned corn to supply consuming requirements and that the 
market is likely to be higher. 
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Canned Peas—There is no demand whatever for this arti- 
cle in any grade size or style, as the market seems to be more 
than well supplied. There are only a few offerings from first 
hands and no urgency to sell. 

A large buyer told me that he had analyzed his sales for 
this season, so far, and found that two-thirds of his sales con- 
sisted of Sieves 2 and 3 Alaska and 3 and 4 sweet, there 
being a very limited demand for the larger sized peas. His 
trade is very widely spread over a large area in the United 
States and shows the preference of the country. 

Canned Salmon—Offerings of canned salmon do not appear 
to arouse any interest on the part of the trade, and there are 
sellers among the jobbers who are inclined to sell at prices 
equal, at least, to any low-down prices from the Pacific Coast. 

There is no distributive demand at present for canned 
salmon, and there will not be a demand of any consequence 
before April 1 next. The market is flat and uninteresting. 

Future Sales—The Federal Food Administration has not 
lifted the inhibition against the sale of future canned foods, 
which lasts until February 1, 1919. Consequently no sales of 
futures can be negotiated at all until after that date. 

7 There is a disposition on the part of buyers to place their 
orders for futures early, but they are going to discriminate 
closely as to where and with whom they place them. 

Canners who treated buyers unfairly will have a hard time 
getting orders this year from the better trade and all those whom 
they “turned down hard” or flouted or treated with discourtesy last 
season will be “passed up” this year. 

This is the policy I hear described by the buyers, and seems 
to be general. 

For illustration, an Alabama canning establishment which 
contracted to furnish a large quantity of yam sweet potatoes and 
some tomatoes to Chicago buyers last year, did not furnish a case 
on their orders, nor did they furnish any to the Government. They 
attribute their failure to furnish anything on their contracts to 
crop failure, but are now engaged in erecting a new cannery. Buy- 
ers are of an inquiring turn of mind and naturally want to know 
how and why. 

Always Right—There is a big factorage concern in the 
East that has been in business a long time. 


In its own opinion the buyers say this concern is always right. 
That, however, is not the opinion of those who have done business 
with the concern. 


lf the wrong quality is shipped and the bill is discounted be- 
_ the goods arrive, there is no hope or way to have the wrong 
righted. 


If a mistake is made in shipping, the buyer is always wrong 
and no claim wiil be considered. 


If the bill or invoice is paid one day late, the check is refused 
and returned. 

It is said that this house was never known to allow a 
claim or rectify an error except under compulsion, or when the 
buyer had not paid for the goods and held the adjustment in his 
own hands. 


This house, when it gets business through local brokers, imme- 
diately proceeds to solicit the business direct in order to save the 
brokerage, and has been known to cancel orders, claiming that the 
Government had commandeered the goods, and to call up the buy- 
er by long-distance phone and substitute other goods for the can- 
celled purchase without reporting to the broker who made the 
original sale. 

This house also usually declines to arbitrate, holding that 
“there is nothing to arbitrate.” 

Some other houses wiil now at once demand: Why don’t you 
name them? Why make these charges without naming the house, 
etc.? 

No factorage firm that is innocent of the charges can possibly 
be injured by what I have written, and I, in fact, do not want to 
injure anyone, but I have a curiosity to know whether the conduct 
attributed to this house by Chicago buyers is the experience of 
buyers or brokers elsewhere.

The wonderful feat of arms which ours boys performed in agg sey 4

DRYING INDUSTRY. 


As a further evidence of the coming importance of the 
newly proposed industry of dehydrating foods, we call attertion 
to the following, which appeared in the Weekly News Letter, 
sent by the Department of Agriculture to all its workers: 

Establishment of an industry within the United States 
to dry fruits and vegetables as a means of conserving the food 
supply of the nation is one of the important projects started 
by the Department of Agriculture under authority conferred 
in the regular Agricultural Appropriation Act recently passed. 

An appropriation of $250,000 is included in that act to 
enable the Secretary of Agriculture to determine the best 
means and processes of dehydration, and to disseminate in- 
formation as to the value and suitability of dried products for 
food. Authority is given to establish and operate plants for 
drying fruits, vegetables, and other edible products for sup- 
plying food for the Army and Navy, if such action-is deemed 
necessary by the President. Co-operation with commercial 
drying concerns is also provided. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has designated an advisory 
board to administer this appropriation and outline and con- 
trol the work to be done under it. The advisory board is to 
consist of representatives of the bureaus within the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which are concerned with food produc- 
tion, regulation, and conservation, and of one representative 
each of the Food Administration and of the Sanitary Corps 
of the Army. 


Standards for Dehydrated Products. 


(Note: Dehydrated goods promise to play a very large 
part in food circles, and in the very near future may be com- 
petitors of canned foods, especially in some sections. There- 
fore the following are important.—Hditor. ) 
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BETTER BE SURE THAN SORRY

I. Vegetables. 


The manufacture of dehydrated, anhydrous, desiccated 
or dried vegetables on a commercial scale is a modern de- 
velopment. By dehydration is understood the rapid removal 
of water through the use of air, heat, or vacuum to such 
an extent that the resulting product is dry to the touch and 
does not contain in general more than 10 per cent of water, 
and when soaked will return to approximately the bulk, ap-. 
pearance and character of the material before drying. The 
color, flavor and texture of the products when cooked shall 
be essentially as in cooked fresh material. 


Since this process has now reached a state of development 
which makes it capable of rapid commercial expansion if 
properly carried out, it is essential for welfare and right ad- 
vancement of the industry to secure at the outset products 
which shall meet with public favor and be of a high order 
of excellence in food value and quality. The erection of 
plants and the application of processes that do not give satis- 
factory products will not only lead to loss of capital and local 
discouragement, but will retard the advance of the general 
movement. Every undertaking of this character should be 
safeguarded by a careful study of the problem both from the 


standpoint of equipment, personnel and operation and the 
standpoint of the possibility of producing economically the 
particular crop or material to be conserved. There is grave 
danger of irresponsible and unscrupulous promotion or stock- 
selling schemes based on the probable development of this 
industry which must be forestalled. This can ge done, it is 
believed, by establishing certain requiremnts as to quality of 
the material used, quality of finished product, and of method 
employed, although the methods of procedure, types of ma- 
chinery or special manufacturing details, so long as these do 
not have detrimental effects upon the nutritive or sanitary 
quality of the products, should not be limited.

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The vegetables here considered include those ordinarily 
purchasable only in fresh, green or canned condition, and do 
not include mature dried beans, peas, lentils, corn or other 
vegetables of similar character. 

The purpose of the “standards’’ here suggested is to pre- 
vent the marketing of products made from stock of poor 
quality or rendered inferior as a result of excessive age, wilt- 
ing, fermentation or attacks by organisms of plant disease, 
or products made from suitable raw material which has be- 
come undesirable, unattractive or nutritionally of low value 
through the use of careless, unsanitary or unscientific methods 
of preparation. 


Standard for Dehydrated Vegetables. 


To obtain a uniform and high grade product necessitates 
the use of good green vegetables and a system of processing 
according to certain fundamental! principles. 

To these requirements add Government license and con- 
sistent inspection and we are assured of a process which 
will give the public general satisfaction and will materially 
improve the food supply possibilities of the country. 

To secure the most satisfactory results, as set forth above, 
we recommend the foliowing tentative specifications: 

1. All vegetables, used for dehydration, shall be of good 
quality, free from disease, sun scald, frosting, or any other 
injury whereby they are rendered unsuitable for table use. 

2. All vegetables so used shall be thoroughly washed, 
and other necessary treatments, as peeling, trimming, blanch- 
ing and cold-dipping, shall be performed with the same care 
as that used when preparing vegetables for the table or for 
canning. 

3. No detailed process of drying, shall be specified, but 
the process shall be such that the product will not deteriorate 
while in the dryer from spoilage, either as a result of the ac- 
tion of yeast, molds or other micro-organisms or from phy- 


siological causes, and will not be affected in color or flavor 


by scorching or otherwise altered so that they will not return 
to approximately their natural form and appearance on being 
soaked in water. 

4. Products which are blanched or parboiled before de- 
hydration shall be dried to a moisture content not exceeding 
10 per cent. Dehydrated tomato shall not contain more than 
8 per cent. moisture. 

According to the best information at present available, 
products which are given a preliminary blanching treatment by 
steam or by dipping in hot water, are superior in general 
character, keeping quality, color, and flavor to those not so 
treated. Blanching is, therefore, to be recommended as an 
essential part of the procedure in the manufacture of dehy- 
drated vegetables. A single exception seems to be the toma- 
to which is not blanched before drying. If any other vege- 
tables are dried without blanching they should be so labeled, 
and a moisture content of 5 to 8 per cent, according to the 
vegetable, should not be exceeded. The following list shows 
the vegetables which have been most successfully dehydrated 


when blanched.

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5. All dehydrated vegetables shall be free from insect ~ 


eggs or cocoons or other insect deposits, and so far as prac- 
ticable shall be free from molds or other organisms of decay. 

6. Adequate protection against vermin, insects, molds, 
etc., shall be provided in the factory by the use of suitable 


tight receptacles or bins for storage and for shipping of the 
vegetables after dehydration. 


7. The preparation of all dehydrated vegetables shall be 
conducted under cleanly and sanitary conditions, and shall 
be subject at all times to the inspection of properly authorized 
officers or agents. The methods of handling the finished 
product shall be such as to preclude infection from dust and 
dirt from floors, implements or any other source. 

Specifications of Irish Potatoes. 

Irish potatoes to be used for dehydrating shall be of 
good varieties, sound and well matured. They shall be free 
from dirt or other foreign matter, frost injury, sunburn, 
worms, or mechanical means which would make them unsuit- 
able for table use. The minimum diameter shall be 1% 
inches. In order to allow for variations incident to commer- 
cial grading and handling, 5 per cent by weight of any lot 
may be under the prescribed size, and, in addition, 3 per cent 
by weight of any such lot may be below the remaining re- 
quirements. It is not known yet whether the so-called “new 


potato” or early crop, if containing less than 12 per cent 
starch, will make a desirable dehydrated product. Investi- 
gations on this point are now being carried out.

The potatoes shall be thoroughly washed, peeled and 
eyed. After this treatment, if not immediately cut up for dry- 
ing, they shall be kept submerged in clean cold water. The 
form in which the potato is to be prepared is not specified, 
except that in any case it shall be blanched (parboiled) to 
prevent oxidation and blackening. 

The dehydrated product shall not contain more than 10 — 
per cent of moisture and shall not be discolored to indicate 
scorching, or blackened by oxidation. They shall when soaked 
in water come back to the natural form and color of the por- 
tion used (except granulated) and shall be capable of making 
a satisfactory mashed potato. They shall not be bleached by 
the use of sulphur dioxide or by other chemical means.

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CONTROLLING CUCUMBER DISEASES BY SEED TREAT- 
MENT AND CROP ROTATION. 


Simple and important methods of controlling two cucumber 
diseases are the use of disease-free seed and rotation of crops. The 
results of recent investigations are published in an article on the 
cucumber ~ yoy leaf spot disease in the Journal of Agricultural 
Research and in Department of Agriculture Bulletin 727 on the 
anthracnose disease of vine crops. 

These diseases overwinter both in the fields where diseased 
crops are grown and on the seed saved from such fields. 

Should Treat Seed Now. 

Disease-free seed can be secured by soaking them for five min- 
utes in a 1 to 1,000 solution of corrosive sublimate and then wash- 
ing 15 minutes in running water. The germination is not injured 
by this treatment. 

Seed treatment can be done most advantageously and with the 
smallest outlay of time and labor by commercial seed dealers, 
seed growers, pickle companies, or other wholesale seed handlers 
while the seed are still in large quantities, and before they have 
been distributed to retailers and growers. 

Seed Treatment Simple. 

Seed treatment is a comparatively simple 5 oe pee and can 
be done in storage houses if running water is at hand. 

Caution—The highly poisonous nature of corrosive siblimate 
(mercuric chloride) should ba kept in mind throughout the entire 
process of seed treatment. 

In practice the following procedure has been found advisable. 
In order to dissolve the mercuric chloride rapidly an equal quantity 
of ammonium chloride should be used. Purchase 1 pound each of 
mercuric chloride and ammonium chloride for every 500 pounds of 
seed to be treated. Make up a concentrated stock solution of a 


strength of 1 to 20 by dissolving 1 pound of each in 2% gallons of 
water. This stock solution is diluted to 1 to 1,000 by adding 2 
quarts to 24% gallons of water. Stir thoroughly before using. 
Metal containers can not be used for the mercuric chloride. In 
making up the stock solutions use granite-ware measures and 
wooden pails; for the treatment use barrels. 


Immersing the Seed. 

Place seed in loosely woven bags, 50 pounds in each. The bags 
should not be over three-quarters full, to allow for swelling of the 
seed and to facilitate stirring. Immerse the bag of seed in 25 gal- 
Icns of the 1 to 1,000 bichloride solution and agitate vigorously to 
secure thorough wetting of the seed. Remove the bag promptly at 
the end of five minutes and immerse at once in running water in 
a barrel and stir thoroughly. Wash about 15 minutes. Dry the 
seed as rapidly as possible. Forced drying by an air blast is much 
to be desired. 

The bichloride solution may be used only twice, since its 
strength is reduced by use. Make up a fresh solution from the 
stock solution for every two bags of seed. 

Guard against reinfection of the treated seed. Bags to be 
used for treated seed should be soaked in the 1 to 1,000 bichloride 
solution for at least five minutes, rinsed and dried. This can be 
done most readily by using these bags for\ the original seed treat- 
ment, being careful that the entire bag is immersed. 

Rotation Crops. 

Growers should never plant cucumbers, cantaloupes or water- 
melons on fields where the anthracnose or the angular leaf-spot 
disease occurred on any vine crops the previous year or on imme- 
diately adjacent land. Select new fields or land in crops other than 
vine crops the year before, and thus reduce the chance of disease 
losses. ;

R. J. Kittredge & Co. have long been well known among can- 
ners, because of the fine labels they produce. No better evidence of 
how well they have supplied the canners’ needs could be wished 
than the growth of their business as evidenced in the following 
account of the big, new plant that is about to be built for them. 
This is taken from “The Economist.” 

R. J. Kittredge has been a conventionite for many years, and 
he will be seen as one of the active hosts this year. 


“R. J. Kittredge & Company, pioneers in the production of la- - 


bels and wrappers in colors, designers and engravers, and manu- 
facturers of show cards and posters, have purchased about 10 acres, 
or approximately 400,000 square feet of land, at the southwest 
corner of Firty-seventh and Whipple streets, Chicago, in the Ken- 
wood Manufacturing District, from John 8S. Phipps, Henry C. 
Phipps and Howard Phipps, of New York City, for $100,000. Upon 
this they will construct a building, the first unit of which will cost 
approximately $200,000, into which they will move just as soon as 
finished. 

This project owes its consummation at this time to the close 
of the war. It was planned prior to the beginning of hostilities, 
The purchasers did 


but had not taken definite form at that time. 
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venience in transportation which he found in the Kenwood Manu- 
facturing District, in which the property purchased is located. The 
freight service includes the Chicago River and Indiana Railroad 
ine Chicago Junction System), and the Indiana Harbor Belt Rail- 
road. 

The Kenwood Manufacturing District is the new manufacturing 
and mercantile center which John S. Phipps, Henry C. Phipps and 
Howard Phipps, sons of Henry Phipps, are developing in Chicago 
under the immediate direction of David T* Layman, Jr. It contains . 
about 180 acres extending from Forty-seventh to Fifty-first streets 
and from Kedzie avenue east, north of Forty-ninth street to Cali- 
fornia avenue and south of Forty-ninth street to Rockwell street. 
This property is bisected by the railroads to which reference has 
been made in the foregoing. Among the other advantages provided . 
is the universal less-than-car-lot outbound service of the Chicago 
Junction Railway. “The Junction” railroad gives its shippers, be- 
sides a complete belt line service on carload freight, both inbound 
and outbound, at flat Chicago rates, a most effective and economical 
service on outgoing “L. C. L.” freight for every destination, which, 
regardless of classification, is taken at least once daily from the 
shippers’ door by car. This service applies equally to freight by 
lake or rail and eliminates the expense of teaming, which in the 
case of some industries and mercantile houses is an item that an- 


not consider it expedient to attempt to build until peace was de- 
clared—although they would probably have been permitted to do 
so because of their close connection with the food industries. 


The land purchased has a frontage of 500 feet on West Forty- 
seventh street, 1,000 feet on Whipple street and approximately 350 
feet on West Forty-eighth place. The administration section of the 
new building on the corner of Whipple and Forty-seventh streets 
will be two stories high, while the remainder, comprising the fac- 
tory, will be one story high and will contain 300,000 square feet, 
or about seven acres of floor space. The design of the building in- 
dicates that the exterior will be constructed of pressed brick and 
terra cotta with the roof of the saw-tooth type. 

The building will be of the most modern type, providing every 
convenience for the comfort of the employees and the expeditious 
handling of the raw material and finished product. It is a signifi- 
cant and interesting fact, illustrative of the growth of this great 
enterprise, that the Kittredge Company has orders for labels upon 
which the presses practically never stop. Orders now booked will 
tax the production capacity of this house for at least six months. 
This is a most encouraging feature, and business men will not be 
slow to see in it a very decided repudiation of the oft-repeated 
prediction of a post-war depression in industry. It is interesting 
to observe that this firm recently booked an order for labels for 
foodstuffs, of such magnitude that the foods when manufactured 
and labeled, will require forty-eight trains of fifty cars each to 
transport’ them. 

The property is in a desirable labor center, accessible by sev- 
eral lines of surface cars, including the Forty-seventh street, Ked- 
zie avenue, Western avenue, Fifty-first street and Archer avenue 
lines. Freight facilities were also an important feature with Mr. 
Kittredge in the selection of a location for the new plant. He 
states that no other community afforded, in his estimation, the con-

nually exceeds interest on the capital invested in site and build- 
ings. The Chicago Junction Railway handles the entire tonnage of 
the enormous live-stock and packing industry located in and about 
the Union Stock Yards District. For this business the highest de- 
gree of promptness and accuracy has been developed. 

R. J. Kittredge & Company began business 35 years in the 
old Central Manufacturing Block, southwest corner of Washing- 
ton and Market streets. From -that location the business was moved 
to West Jackson Boulevard, west of Canal street, and thence to 
Monroe street, west of Canal street. Nearly 20 ears ago the five- 
story building at the northwest corner of Superior and Green 
streets was purchased and occupied. About 12 years ago an addi- 
tion was erected on adjacent ground owned by the company and 
this permitted an expansion of about 200 per cent, but for five 
years the management has felt the mye | for greatly enlarged 
quarters. Lack of sufficient space has greatly hampered this com- 
pany, and has, heretofore, prevented their extended development 
along related industry lines. Many old-time label users will recol- 
lect when Mr. Kittredge called for their orders—printed them— 
and then personally trundled the finished product to them in a hand 
push-cart. Times have changed. 

The company, which numbers among its customers all large 
users of labels in the United States and Canada, will in its new 
location employ about 500 persons. It has no branch offices and 
employs no traveling salesmen. 

The recent order by the War Department, releasing all mate- 
rials and labor for building purposes, is an event for which the 
development of the Kenwood Manufacturing District has been wait- 
ing, and already a number of important transactions are under ne 
gotiation, some of which have developed to the stage where con: 
tracts are to be signed up within a few days. 
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We hope to see you at the National Canners’ 
Convention in Chicago, the week of January 
20th-24th.

Local Men Do Not Believe Salmon Will Be Cheaper—Australia 
and Other Countries Ready and Willing to Buy All 
Surplus Salmon—Government Prices Con- 
tinue to Prevail—Some Good Sized 
Packs Made This Year. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Seattle, Wash., January 10, 1919. 

Salmon—The canned salmon market has been very quiet 
during the past week. During the holidays there was practi- 
cally nothing doing in any of the offices here. Now that the 
holidays are past, however, dealers and packers expect a con- 
siderable demand for canned fish will develop. There seems to 
be a feeling on the part of Eastern buyers, which local salmon 
people think entirely unwarranted, that salmon may be cheap- 
er. The local people cannot understand why any such idea 
should develop except that the eastern buyers think business 
is going all to smash as a result of the sudden ending of the 
war. The best judgment of the best authorities, is that busi- 
ness will be excellent in 1919 and that there can be no great 
price reductions in any line at least for some time to come, 
probably not until the new crops commence to be harvested. 
So far as the canned salmon situation is concerned, the entire 
surplus stock here in the Northwest and at San Francisco, 
could be disposed of almost immediately to Australia and other 
foreign buyers if the Government would lift the regulations 
which still restrict exports of canned fish. It seems only logi- 
cal to assume that all these restrictions will be removed in the 
near future, in which event a lot of canned salmon will be 
immediately exported. Moreover, the canners believe that more 
canned salmon will be shipped to Europe in 1919 than was 
shipped during 1918. They take the position that the United 
States will be called upon to supply most of the food supply 
of starving Europe and that canned salmon will be one of the 
important items in the list of commodities sent to Europe for 
that purpose. 

Meanwhile Government prices are prevailing. In the ab- 
sence of any demand it is useless to name any other prices 
even if the packers saw fit to do so. The packers have but little 
fish and are not worrying at all over being able to clean up 
completely before new stock out of the 1919 pack becomes 
available. The coming six or seven months are those in which 
the United States uses its largest supply of salmon. 

The Pacific American Fisheries Company, with headquar- 
ters at Bellingham, Wash., and Canneries in Alaska and on 
Puget Sound during the past season, put up a total of 353,600 
cases of fish in its five northern canneries. The company em- 
ployed some 783 white men and 470 natives and orientals, and 
its payroll amounted to over $809,000. The Pacific Fisheries 
Company operates at Bellingham a large can factory. This 
plant during the past season produced 20,000,000 cans. E. B. 
and A. W. Demming are the prime movers in this big organi- 
zation. 

Next season the Wushington Bay Packing Company will 
operate a new cannery at Kuiu Island, Alaska. The company 
is now erecting this cannery. The plant will have three com- 
plete lines of salmon canning machinery. W. N. Williams, 
formerly with the Petersburg Packing Company, will be man- 
ager of the new plant. 

Frank E. Gorrell, secretary of the National Canners’ As- 
sociation, was here recently to confer with fish and fruit 
canners. He stated that the activities of the association have 
been greatly increased as a result of the war. Speaking of the 
canned foods bought by the Government, Mr. Gorrell said: 
“Uncle Sam never bought seconds for his troops. Only the 

highest grade canned salmon and fruit have been shipped 
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. overseas. 


_ Seventy per cent. of the salmon packed on the Pa- 
cific .Coast since the United States entered the war has been 


bought by the Government and shipped to Europe or is ready 
for shipment.” 


A total of 1,616(157 cases of canned salmon were put up 
last season by British Columbia canners. This pack is 58,692 
cases more than the pack of the previous year. Twenty per 


. cent. of last season’s pack was sockeyes and red springs. 


In all probability the packers will not have to contend 
with fixed prices on raw fish next year. The Government food 
administrator has already notified the trade that all fixed prices 
are off on fish for the general fish trade. Packers believe that 


this means that there will be no prices fixed in the commercial 
fisheries. 


William F. Coulson, of Anacortes, Wash., who has been in 
charge of the Apex Fish Company, one of the large Puget Sound 
canneries, has resigned from that company. He plans to en- 
gage in the fish canning business on his own account. He will 


probably build or get control of a cannery in Southeastern 
Alaska. 


A committee consisting of W. P. McCaffery, of the National 
Canning Company, Seattle; R. C. Turvin, of Libby, McNeil & 
Libby, North Yakima; W. H. Paulhamus, of the Puyallup & 
Sumner Fruti Growers’ Association; George H. Walker, of the 
Lewis County Canning Association, and A. McCoy, of the 
Baker Cannig Company, Puyallup; make up a committee which 
will endeavor to obtain some legislation at the coming session 
of the State Legislature, which will be of assistance to the 
fruit and vegetable canners of the State. One of the measures 
likly to be proposed is a piece work law for canneries, some- 
what similar to the law now in operation in California. The 
canners believe that a similar law in this State would be of very 
great assistance to the canning industry. “SALMON.” 


ORGANIZATION. 


Convention time brings up the consideration of organization. 
As an idea of the sort of organization the Canners face, among 
their growers, we quote the following from The Weekly News 
Letter of the Department of Agriculture: 
“MILLION FARMERS BACK COUNTY AGENTS. 
At present more than 1,000,000 farmers are members 
of organizations assisting the county agent in his work. 
Through these organizations the American farmer and his 
family are now in close personal touch with a large corps 
of well-trained men and women so linked with Federal and 
State institutions for the promotion of agriculture that 
farming people can readily avail themselves of the results 
of scientific research and practical experience the world 


over to aid them in their work on the farm and their life 
in the home.” 
And elsewhere in the same Letter is the following: 

“T do not think that any county can well afford to do 
without an agent,” is the tribute a live Mississippi farmer, 
near Hattiesburg, pays his county agent in a recent letter 
to the United States Department of Agriculture. He was 
referring particularly to the assistance rendered by this 
agent and his assistant in securing all kinds of seed, im- 
proved stock, and farm implements; marketing the farmers’ 
produce; getting their grain thrashed, so that there would 
be plenty of home-grown seed; securing labor to gather 
the crops, and obtaining reduced prices on fertilizers. 

“The agent can do so much for the farmer,” he writes, 
“because no one farmer can afford to work up these things 
for the community, and in that way reach the entire county 
and get united effort in buying, selling, shipping, any any- 
thing that needs co-operative effort.” 

Farmers near Hattiesburg are said formerly to have 
heen prejudiced against county agents and demonstration 
work, but they have seen the results obtained by follow- 
ing the methods advocated by them and are convinced of 
their value.” 


Yet the Government will allow no co-operation among business 
men!!

There promises to be an immense attendance at the Chicago 
Convention, and there should be. We are at a period of business 
where we cannot know too much about the problems in front of 
us, and the wise man will be on hand to profit from every grain of 
information dropped at any of the many meetings scheduled in the 
Program as printed in this issue. And he will not alone profit from 
what is said and heard, but equally as much: from coming in con- 
tact with his fellow canner. We have seen some almost magical 
transformations in men of this industry, after they had begun at- 
tending conventions of canners. Mixing with your fellow canners 
and exchanging experiences and talking over problems, has the 
effect of broadening your views and making you a better business 
man and a more fair competitor. It is an absolutely certain death 
to prejudice and biggotry, and there is more of this existent than 
some may realize. We might add sectionalism to this, or at least 
we would like to,for there should be no State boundary line among 
canners when the good of the industry is concerned. We, who sit

Terribly care- 
less of us, to be sure, and what is worse, we just feel that we are

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As Brokers View the Market 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., January 11, 1919. 

All has been already said that can be told about the Gov- 
ernment’s plans and expectations, about the disposal of their 
holdings of canned foods, especidlly tomatoes, which is the 
one article that most interests the canners located in this gone, 
the disposition of the other goods being almost negligible so 
far as this market is concerned. As a matter of fact, the 
Government is buying a number of the other articles, and is 
drawing on them promptly for consumption at home and 
abroad. The cable dispatch sent from abroad by President 
Wilson this week recommending Congress to immediately ap- 
propriate the large sum of $100,000,000 to buy foods for the 
starving peoples abroad, as a result of his personal information 
on the subject, is another strong proof of the dependency of 
those peoples upon the ability and the willingness of the United 
States to feed them until the world can be made safe for De- 
mocracy. Uncle Sam will have use, actual need, for all canned 
foods owned by the Government, and will be a large buyer of 
next season’s products. There may arise a situation that may 
justify the unloading of canned foods at lower prices, but it is 
certainly not yet in sight, not by the Government at any rate. 

What of the outlook for next season’s costs? The big 
ean manufacturers have now published their scale of season’s 
prices for 1919 deliveries, and the small reductions made by 
them, based on what they believe to be an irreducible minimum, 
does not promise much for the consumer. The boxmaker, the 
label printer and the producers of the other accessories give 
but little hope of lower quotations for their wares, and claim 
that it is a case of root hog or die for them when they are 
obliged to make prices. The honest farmer sees $2.00 wheat 
coming down the pike, and the tall grass is more attractive 
to him than tomato vines at $25 or $30 the ton. The fertilizer 
man wants his’n, too. The jobber will hold the umbrella— 
perhaps. 

For the first week of the new year business here was encour- 
aging, though far from being active. Everyone seems to expect 
some developments at the big Convention in Chicago the week

of January 20th of sufficient importance to start a buying move- 
ment that will cure the blues of the non-believers, and cause a full 
stop to the downward swing of the pendulum. The accomplishment 
of either of these propositions will be worth all it costs. 

Carload orders for tomatoes and sweet potatoes livened what 
would have been a dull week, for the remainder of the list, ex- 
cepting cove oysters, was very much neglected. Perhaps, inventory 
time has much to do with it, but local conditions in many markets 
are the main reasons. There are no changes in prices on tomatoes 
this week, notwithstanding a somewhat firmer feeling in this mar-° 
ket, and no signs of higher prices coming next week. The canners 
in this section seem content to await developments. There is one 
erticle that shows signs of advancing, sweet potatoes, and they will 
justify the purchase. 

About the other canned vegetables, as well as fruits, there 
are no changes since the previous week, except of minor importance, 
but cove oysters are worth attention, if interested in them, because 
freezing weather is at hand, in which case their cost would be almost 
prohibitive. THOS. J. MEEHAN & CO.

Tomatoes—The Annual Convention of the National Can- 
ners’ and Brokers’ Association, which has heretofore taken place 
in February, meets this year on January 20-24, at Chicago, and 
promises to be largely attended. Jobbers are now busy taking 
stock, which will run them up to the Convention period, so all 
interest is now centered on the developments of that meeting. 
The tomato market continues rather quiet, although there is a 
better feeling among the packers since the Government has posi- 
tively agreed to take the 45 per cent of originally commandeered. 
Prices are about the same as last reported, namely, 80c for 1s, 
$1.05-1.10 for 9s, $1.20-1.25 for 2s, $1.80-1.85 for 3s, and $6.00-6.25 
for 10s. We can also buy some first-class No. 1 tomato pulp, made 
absolutely from whole tomatoes, at 70c per dozen, all f. o. b. fac- 
tory. 

Corn—There is nothing new to report in the situation on 
corn. There is still a wide range of prices depending on packers’ 


Sweet Potatoes—We have some first class sweet potatoes 
in sanitary cans which we can offer at $1.25 for 2s and $1.75 for 
3s, f. o. b. factory, subject to confirmation.
